1 . Claims 1-12,1 6, 20-22, 24-27, and 39 are pending. 

2. Claims 13-15, 17-19, 23, 28-38, and 40-45 have been cancelled. 

3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: A, D a , D b , X, Y, and Q. 

The ring system and radicals within the definition of A, D a , D b , X, Y, and Q are 
diverse in scope. A prior art reference, which anticipates one member such as phenyl 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 02, would not render obvious another member such as pyridinyl or 
benzodiazolyl under 35 U.S.C. 103. Accordingly, the ring systems and the radicals are 
independent and patentably distinct. 

4. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. § 121 to elect a single disclosed species 
for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1-12, 16, 20-22, 24, 25, 27, and 39 are 
generic. 

5. Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) The inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter; 
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(b) The inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching 

different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different 
search queries); and 

(c) The prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to 

another invention.
